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THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY.

The Special Com. on the Theolog. Sem. presented through — 
their Chairman Dr. Greene, the following report which was accepted and 
adopted, there being not one dissenting vote. 

The following considerations compel the mission to recur agai n 
and with increased emphasis to the need of a thoroughly equipped Theo. 
Seminary at Constantinople. 

1. Throughout the Turkish Missions there is an inorensing and alarm 
ing derth of preachers and candidates for the ministry. 

Qe The fact is demonstrated by the experience of many years, that the 
Seminary at Marsovan cannot supply the needs of the Wore. 

Oe Especially it is clear that a Seminary located at such a point 

as llarsovan cannot meet the growing want of Greeks and especially of 
Greek-Speaking Greeks. 

4. Economy of men and money demands the establishment of one strong 
Seminary at Constantinople rather than the inmzintenance in a proper 
state of efficiency of three or more Seminaries in different sections 
of the country. 

De It is ouv conviction that a well equipped Sem. at Constantinople 
would largely prevent the going to foreign lands for their Theo. educa 
tion of the most promising candidates for the ministry. 

6. The earnest and general conviction of both Greek and Armenian 


brethren emphatically demands the establishment of suc a seminary. 


\ 


In view of these considerations we urge the Prudential Committee 


to take the steps necessary for the establishment of a well equipped 
Seminary at Constantinople as early as possible. 

With referehce to such a Seminary we offe the following suggest 
ions:= 

1. That this project should not be embarrassed by pecuniary 
conditions which have not been imposed upon existing Seminaries and 
which if insisted upon here,woulc defeat the end desired. 

2. It is not expected that this Sisatdtubsin would meet the need 
of the work in the smaller towns and villages. This need may be met 
by the Theo. classes in connection with existing Colleres end high- 
schools. 

3. The imnediate manning of such a seminary could be provided 
for by able men on the engaged in Theo. 

4. This project need not entail large expenditure for a new 
building. Possibly the old Bebek Seminary might be obtined for this 
purpose. 

5. We defer any observations respecting the plan of the Sen. 
its relations to native bodies etc. until the project itself shall 


have been approved.

To the Prudential Committee of the A.B.C.F.M., 
Dear Dr. Smith, Secretary, 

The 54th annual 
meeting of the W.T.Mission opened on May I5th., and the number of 
delegates present was seventeen. 

The first important question that came before the meeting was the 
status of the women delegates. There was not very much discussion 
on the subject, as the opinion of ali was decided that there 

should be no half way representation, and that the reasons that 
entitled one class of delegates to a full vote were equally valid 
for the other class. The W.T.M. accordingly takes its place among 
the progressive bodies of the world on the question of equal right? 
and duties, which is so much discussed at the present time. 

The reports were very interesting, and striking in certain 
respects. The effect of the political troubles all over Asia Mi- 
nor has beer to draw Armerians into closer sympathy withn each oth- 
er, and to remove sectarial prejudices. Ali testified to unusual 
sympathy between Gresgorians and Protestants, and one report sug- 
gested tnat the ruture was to see our work becoming a spiritual 
power in the whole land for all races alike. 

One notices a gre:iter degree of confidence on the part of the 
people, in the Americans workins in Turkey, than existed several 
years ago. One it:stance of this was a request on the behalf of 
the Armenians of the Conferei.ce of Nicomedia for Re rg in 


that region. Another item of interest was a summer school held in 


Bardezag last July for the pastors of that part of the country. 


It was chiefly theological, but other subjects were also discuss- 
ed. Educational work is prospering in many places. The Mar- 
sovan schools seem to be in an excellent condition, and erowing 

in every way. We notice with pleasure Miss Riegs plan to visit 
Athens to perfect her Greek, in order to do vLetter work in that 
departine:.t. The income of the boys school in Smyrna thas year was 
II25 liras, which is a great advarice towards self support. and 


fully justifics the judgement of those who started the school un- 


der difficulties. 

Notvithstandineg the poverty of the people, and the neavy tax= 
ation they are under, there is au advance of liberality among 
them. Many illustrations of this were giver. The Nicomedian 
Conference of churches pays nalf the salary of an evangelist for 
that region, and the result “as bcen that the churches are letter 
attended, and the school in one ilace has been doubled throurch 
his efrorts. 

One reerets that there is medical work in Cesarea only, but the 
report of that is most satisfactory. Dr. Dodd received 500 liras 


income froii his medical fees this year, and his practice is con- 


stantly increasine. 


The Publication Departme:.t published in all 9,250,700 pages 
of literature this year, which was. a great deal to have been ac- 
complished considering the limitations of the departine:.t, which 
have beer acute all the year. The publication work for the whole 


of Turkey, if we except that done in the Bulgarian language, is 


under the charge of three men, and much of the time of one of these.

is otnerwise occupied. These men desire to present such litera- 


ture as shall mould the thought of the land at this formative pe- 
riod of the tendency of thought here. They wish the books and 
papers published to take the first place in the literature of the 
country, intellectually, morally and spiritually. This cai. be 
possible only by giving greater prominence to the work of this de=- 
partment. Able assistance should te provided. Would not this be 
an openbng for young women as assistants? College craduates train- 
ed to some extent on the press in America might give able ni 
here. Dr. Herrick's book,"Introduction to 0.T.History and tine 
Prophecies", wili meet a widefelt needm, and we hope that it may 
be tollowed by others of bal same kind. 

The decrease in the funds of the Board causes great anxiety. 


In endeavoring to reduce the estimates, a spirited discussion a- 


rose in revard to what items should be put into the estimates for. 
the W.B.M.. This separation of the work in small details is very 
agifficult, and it was the unanimous expression of all that the re- 
quest snould Le made to the Prudential Committee, and the Execu- 
tive Committee of the W.B.™., to unite their forces, and do away 
with this division abroad of the details of the estimates. Case 
after case was vrousnt forward where tne separation of estimates 
had caused confusion and trouble in villares in tne interior. 
Could not she end desired be accomplished by a representation in 
the Prudential Committee of the W.B.M., for Boston is the place 

of all others where taxation without representation is impossible? 


The estimates of the W.T.Mission are discussed in detail by 


the celegates ot the annual meeting. It would seem that this is a

custom dating from a primitive period of the work when the mis- 


sion consisted of a few workers only. Would it not be a better 
plan to form a scale of percentage according to which the sum to- 
tal appropriated to the W.T.M. could be divided among the differ- 
ent stations? 

In relation to the Greek work in Turkey, the project was 
discussed of forming an Ecclesiastical Union for the Greek churches 
and it was finally decided to help the churecnes to fomm such an 
organization. One session was spent in a general discussion of 
the educational, literary and spiritual aspects of the work in 
Turkey, with the intention of calling out suggestions for improve- 
ment in the methods used it: these lines. A suggestiot. was made 
that’ all scho ls wunder the care of the various stations should be 
classified and brousht into a unified system of different grades. 

There has veer great progress in the W.T.Mission toward sys= 
tematizing the work of the annual meeting, and a proposition was 
made and approved to snorten tne time of the meeting considerably, 
and to give nore attention to topics of the day in discudéion, with 
the benefit of carefully prepared papers on subjects of interest. 

One afternoon this year was occupied by a program of the 
kind suggested.

Dr. Barnum, Dr. Tracy and Mrs. Perry were appointed a Committee to prepare and 
present a suitable minute on the death of brother Hubbard of Sivas. 

The question of the supply of the Field was then taken up and, after statements from 
delegates from Caesarea, Constantinople, Smyrna, Sivas, and Trebizond, it was voted that 
this subject, so far as presented, be referred to the Commitee on Plans and Measures. The 
following Resolution was then presented and adopted. 

Res. That this Mission put on record its hearty and grateful appreciation of the most 
efficient and opportune assistance rendered in our work, in several of our Stations, especially 
in Orphanage and Hospital work, by ladies from Ingland, from Switzerland, and from Germany, 
supported by their own resources, or by their countrywomen and countrymen, as the work in 
their hands is also supported, viz. Miss Newnham and Miss Jenkins at Bordezag, Miss Reineck 
and Miss Richard at Brusa, Miss Josephine Taylor, Miss Rae and Miss Firkins at Marsovan, 
Miss Stucky, Miss Zenger and Miss Linder, also Dr. and Mrs. Zatecki at Sivas. 

Kes. That the Sec. be requested to communicate the above’ Kes. to each of the per- 
sons whose names appear in the Res. 

The question of a Church Guide was taken from the Docket, and after discussion the 
following Res. was adopted. | 

Kes. That the Com. on Publication be requested to prepare a Manual, containing Con- 
fession of Faith, Forms of admission of Church members, for Marriage Ceremonies, for Burial 
Services and Ordinations, and other similar matters, which will be of use to our churches, and 
submit the same to the several Evangelical Unions. ‘Took recess till 1.30 Pp. M. 

The devotional exercises of the p,m. were conducted by Mr. Bartlett. 

The needs of Marsovan Station were presented by Dr. Tracy, and this part of the 
Supply of the field was also referred to the Com. of Plans and Measures. 

The question of Greek Work was then taken from the Docket, and, after discussion, 
the subject was referred to the Com. on Plans and Measures. 

The question of books belonging to the Book Dept. lying at the Stations, was taken up 
and, after some conversation, was left without a vote, for consultation with the Treasurer. 

The question of a lady to train) Nindergarten teachers at the several Stations of the 
Mission, was considered and reterred to the Com. on Plans and Measures. 

After some random conversation on the subject of regular performance of Marriage 
Ceremonies, the subject of «Ordained Circuit Preachers» was taken from the Docket, and after 
discussion, the following Resolution was adopted. 

Kes. ‘That in towns and villages where the people are unable to support a preacher, 
we favor the employment of ordained evangelists, each of: whom shall have charge of the 
evangelistic work in two or more places; and that, in case a suitable candidate for such work 
is not ordained, we strongly recommend to the Union of native churches in the region to 
which he belongs, to qualify him for his important and responsible duties by ordaining him. 

After singing and prayer, adjourned to Sat. 9.30 a. M. 


Bible House, Sat. WVay 20, Y.3O A.M. 


The meeting was called to order and, after prayer and singing, the minutes of  yester- 
day's sessions were read. The Com. on Plans and Measures made a report consisting of eight 
specifications, which was accepted.

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5. Res. That we renew our application for a lady missionary for Trebizond. 

6. Res. That we ask for a well-equipped, Greek-speaking missionary to be located 
at Constantinople. 

7. Res. That we approve the application of Marsovan Station for a new missionary, 
also for an additional lady for their Girls School. 

8. Res. That in view of the increasing demand for Kindergartners in the different 
Stations of the Mission, and the fact that the Training School in Smyrna is, of necessity, sus- 
pended, and the one at Caesarea is insufficient to supply the wants of the field; we recom- 
mend and urge, that, as soon as possible, a thoroughly qualified Kindergartuer be secured, for 
the express purpose of preparing teachers, with the expectation that she will organize training 
classes at different Stations in successive years, thereby giving opportunity for instruction to 
many girls who would be unable to meet the expense of long journeys, and residence away 
from home. 

The same Com. reported also the following, which was adopted. 

Res. That all possible measures be taken to strengthen the native working force 
among Greeks as rapidly as circumstances will allow. 

The special Com, appointed to present a resolution concerning brother Hubbard reported 
as follows, and their report was accepted and adopted. 

Res. That we record our sense of the great loss which the Mission has sustained 
the death of our dear brother, Rev. A. L. Hubbard of Sivas, whose unusual physical vigor 
seemed to mark him as one who might confidently hope to reach, and still bear fruit in, old age. 

He was a man of tender conscience, fervent spirituality, wholly unsparing and forgetful 
of self in his devotion to the Masters work, and one whose intense longing was for the sal- 
vation of souls. | 

His earnestness, which made the people say that «he preached from his heart», and 
his' happy faculty of fitting illustration, made him a power in the pulpit, and, as a Sunday 
School teacher, he had few equals. 

His readiness to add to the heavy load he was always carrying, his sympathetic nature 
and his genial humor, though its flow was much restrained by the terrible events of recent 
years, all made him a congenial follow laborer. 

The respect and affection in which he was held in the city where he labored more 
years than any other missionary has done since Sivas Station was founded, were touchingly 
shown by the immense coneourse which gathered at his funeral, and the testimonials received 
since our brother's death. 

To our widowed sister and her children and to the afflicted Station we tender our 
deep sympatly, and the assurance of our prayers that they may be comforted, sustained anc 
guided, through all the coming days.

I asked why watchman’s work is not left to the men. Why must women bear all 
this fatigue and ekposure? 

“If we did not keep some of the women there all the time, the police would pull 
the shed down at once. In the midst of the storm the other night six policemen were 
pounding at the door. They wanted to tear the place doun and say that the storm did. 
it. But when they were told that women were inside, they did not know what to 4#, and 
at last they went away. We are not sorry that we have to play the watchman. We want 
our church. You do not know what it is to ‘Sa whole year without a place to go to 
church. We will stey every night in the rain if we can get our church by it; but if 
we can do any thing that we have not done, to help om the cause, we should be told 
what we can do. That is the reason ‘that we come and trouble you. ” 

All that coulc be said to these breve ladies in the way of encouragement, was 
said, although any hope of prompt relief from the duty of suarding thas ¢ rough chap= 
el from attack is very slight: affairs move so slowly in Turkey! And so the ladies de 
parted, very grateful, and a little cheered for the continuance of their labor of Foy 
love. 


The story of the Gedik, Pasha church builcing question is so long that some of 
these ladies now rig&king their health and secrificing their time in behalf of the 
church have actually grown from girlhood into matronly power in the community while t 
the guestion has been pending. It is a story of a right denied by every device that 
Oriental minds can discover, and that merely because men of influence regard it as 
disgraceful to Islamism to permit a Protestant church to be built in the heart of the 
city. The thing has become so great a scandal thet ymonths ago the Porte promised to 
Obtain the permit to build. Nothing has been done to redeem the promise, and. since 
the earthauake of last year the congregation of 150 hes been without regalar worship 
except as they could get temporary accommodation from friends possessing space for 
such a gathering. At last,a few weeks ago, the congregation assembled one night upon 
their land, and hastily constructed a rough shed in which they have since held their 
services. The act was a violation of a municipal ordinance, and made the people li- 
able to pay a small fine. But the police attempted, without warrant of law,to pull 
down the new structure. ._It was then that the women began their defence of the place. 
The police found the peace occupied by he women. They saw the streets filling with 
a vast crowd of interested spectators. They knew that if they tried to use violence, 
and the women should scream, the crowd would be sure, although not composed of Protesg 
tants, to interfere to defend the women. So they wisely decided not to push matters 
to extremes. A certain number of mén stey Oy. the women to help then; but the actual

guild to sell Bibles. There I came across a Turk named Nevri Effendi, who wes the. 
son in law of the Chief of the guild. He was openly reading the New Testament 
in his room in the house, and in the presence of his father in law he quoted texts 
of Scripture exalting the name of our Lord. After we had talked for some time be 
said he wanted a New Testament and.a Proverbs for bis wife and his father in law 
bought tbh m and paid for them himself. . Meee Effend&t then told me that be was a 
member of tbe church of England , was formerly employed in the Bank and is now an 
officer in the Turkish navy, and Captain of the Sultan’s yacht. He also said 


that three times a week he gives lessons in English to four Softas at one of the 
Turkish Theological Seminaries. 


fifendi. asked me to tell you these things with his affectionate

Since ] was for some years a,dealer in @ Turkish quarter cf the city, I | 
have acauaintancés in many

Slclan ir charge here.The experiences of the past year have swept awav 
all reserve on our vpart.We row speak strongly and straight to the mark. 
Our missionary foree has been decimated within about a vear.Some of 
our number have peen,or are,wornalmost to breaking with care and anxi- 
ety about the sick in our cirele or i1n the city,a great part of this 
burden being the corsequence of: irefficlency in the médical. depart- 
ment here.We simply eannot endure the oresent arransement.The native 
Incumbent,even when present,is re supply of our want,and he 1s given 
Lo being away on Dusiness or pleasure.We cannot trust all these pres 
clous lives to one whose heart 1s not in his work.We now call,and cal) 
gceterminedly,for a phglclan devoted to his business,able,and up with 

the times. 

We have a right to say with boldness that we are doing what we 

nere,subject to all sorts of experiences,and sometimes near] 
crushed wita burdens.It 1s too iwnuch to ask of us,especlally our la- 
1€S,1n addition to the care of poor and orphans,and an untold amount 
of regular and miscellaneous work,to bear the burden of the peoples? 
Slicknesses within and outside of our premises,without i:nedica] knowl- 
euge .It our friends in the United States really love us they will fur- 
Mish the means for our relief in this respect.We believe they would be 
Wllling to do it 1f they at all realized our situation. 

We are endeavoring to persuade some wealthy inan to establish

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CONCERNING WORK FOR ORPHANS. 


The sudden and rapid development of work for Armenian Orphans, the large ma- 
jority of whom are children of Gregorian parents, is bringing to the front certain important 
problems. ‘The successful solution of these problems will require the best wisdom of men 
and women of experience all over the country. Moreover, while local conditions are not 
everywhere the same, and while great weight is to be given to local judgment, still these 
problems cannot be considered solved until the workers in this line of Christian effort have 
reached practical unanimity of judgment and of practice, and know that their judgment and 
practice is endorsed by the Board, and by the principal givers of the funds with which the 
work is done. 

The undersigned Committee have therefore been appointed by the Com. «ad Int. 
of the Western Turkey Mission, to correspond with all Missionary Stations where work for 
orphans has been undertaken, and with patrons of this work, also, to ascertain, as far as 
possible, the desires and purposes of the leaders of the Armenian people; and thus to 
contribute toward the adoption of modes of work which shall be most useful. 

Althongh no demands upon us by the Armenian Patriarchate have yet been formu- 
lated, — at least none have been presented, — yet we know that it is strongly desired that 
Gregorian Armenian Orphans be kept to their connection with the national church; and 
we recognise the reasonableness of this desire to provide against any influences of the nature 
of proselyting efforts, under cover of charitable care for the helpless. Yet on our part, 
and on the part of all supporters of this new work, it will be regarded as a ‘‘sine qua non,, 
that the whole care of the mental, moral and religious training of these children be in the 
hands of the superintendents of the orphanages, left quite untrammelled. 

Of course Armenian visitors, clerical or lay, will always find a welcome at the 
orphanages, and it is believed that we may concede this frankly and everywhere, viz. 

That we do not aim to make Protestants of them, that considering their condition 
as minors, most of them very young, we will not recommend their becoming Protestants 
while in the orphanages, and that we will give the children facilities for attending their 
church on sunday morning and on special occasions during the week. 

On this point we specially desire our correspondents to express their judgment. 

Certain further questions arise here on which we desire to gather opinions, which 
shall reach us before July 1**. The opinions sent us will, of course, not be limited to 
answers to these questions, but will cover the whole subject. 

1. While there can be no question of Armenian ecclesiastics or teachers coming 
to orphanages under missionary control, with any claim of right, shall their coming to give 
instruction at our invitation be favored, and shall any general rule be observed, in the 
matter? Orshall it be left to local discretion? Or shall it be laid down as a rule that reli- 
gious instruction by Armenian ecclesiastics must be given on Armenian premises, we facil- 
itating the attendance of the children for such instruction ? 

2. What course shall be observed in respect to Confession and Communion ? 

3. Where the building is a monastery or otherwise in the hands of and owned by 
the Gregorian church, but the expense is met through us, what conditions should be made 
regarding instruction and control? 

4, Can we sometimes aid orphanages in money grants, from any source, where 
the orphanages are wholly in the control of the Gregorians ? 

5. Is joint control and instruction in any degree practicable? Are the joint Relief 
Committees, and the manifestations of fellowship of two years past, to be regarded as ex- 
ceptional, not permanent conditions ; or may they be built upon for the future ? 

In conclusion we deem it important to keep in mind the fact that, except to a very 
limited degree, we have no assurance that those who, in Europe and the United States, 
have so generonsly contributed to start the work for orphans, will continue their gifts in 
permanence ; while the condition of the Board’s Treasury gives us no hope whatever that 
these new enterprises can be sustained by the direct constituency of the Board.

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Marsovan Station is considering the question of organizing a 
church on the mission premises, missionaries to join it. It is the 
object of the present letter to state the case, and seek the counsel 
of interested friends, before a public note is uttered or a public 
step taken nere. 

The question is not one of organizing ehureh services: Sun- 
day Schools, prayer meetings, and regular preaching services in Turk- 
ish, Armenian, Greek and English, have been maintained on the mission 
premises for years, in addition to those of the Evangelical Chureh in 
the city, It is not a question longer of having service at the usual 
hour of morning worship: when our students numbered 200 they were an 
important part of the church audience, but now that they have increa- 
sed with the orphans to more than 450, or with the families of a few 
teachers and servants exceed 500, it is a physical impossibility for 
the church to accommodate them all, and overflow meetings are a ne- 
eessity already forced upon us. Still it is not proposed to separate 
tae religious interests of “town and gown"; but rather to encourage 
the students attending the Evangelical Chureh as much as possible, and 
to allow attendance at other Churches, but to have an institution of 
the nature of a College Chureh on our own premises. 


Facets like the following are to be considered. 

Christians should naturally be united in echurehes where they 
live. Missionaries may be required by peculiar circumstanees to live 
tne1r working lives meibers of seattered and distant churches, but 
that 1s an unnatural method, not to be prolonged beyond special and 
Imperative reasons for it. 

Some things a College Chureh might do for the students bet- 
ter than one in the city. What the Chureh of @hrist should be and do, 
its importance, and the degree of loyalty it deserves, might perhaps 
be better shown, the regular observance of the sacraments, a proper 
training in christian benevolence, and organization for christian work 
might perhaps be better attained than now, 

some classes of students might be better reached. For ex- 
ample while the city chureh 1s preponderatingly Armenian, we have 
scores of Greek students, who probably would affiliate more readily 
with a echureh on the mission premises. Again students often come to 
us nominally connected with the old churches, who give hopeful evid- 
ence ot true regeneration while here. The subject of a profession of 
faith rises naturally in the minds of such, and the chureh proposed 
might have a helpful influence over them. And if the eity ehureh now 
finds it difficult to maintain proper watch-care over its resident 
student members, 1t 1s impossible for it to do so when these students 
scatter. The brethren have appreciated this so well as to be at times 
very loath to receive students to membership at all On the other hand 
a College church, never growing to very large méinbership, might render 
one of its most useful services to its non-resident membership, indu- 


cing those who live near evangelical echurehes to identify themselves 
with them, and in the ease of others continuing bonds already strong 
by means of faithful correspondence. 

7 The ehief argument aavanced against taking the spép under 
consideration is the fear that it would work to injure and dishearten 
tie Cxlstlng evangelical cnuren of Marsovan. This has a membership of 
some 400, including naturally a good many absentées, a constituency of 
[40 Protestant families, not to mention the numbers of those transient 
hearers who are accessible to influence, has all the seope for work 
offered by a large city, and a]] the strength of God to draw upon. It 
has now no pastor, out a stated supply. We raise the question wheth- 
er the church proposed would not be & wholesome Stimulus rather than 
a discouraging rival 

Details of “plan are left to the future. The principal ser- 
vice of a new chureh might be Sunday evening, the time of our princi- 
pal College service now. The preachings might be provided by the ar- 
rangements of a board of elders, as in the apostolic churches, unless 
in time the dream of a College pastor became a reality. The place of 
worship might continue to be the College hall, until the site selected 
for a echureh building by Mr. Smith is adorned with the edifice he 
hopea to see eractéd there. No one desires to draw into a new orga- 
nization ineinpers, or inembers of families, connected wath the ehureh in 
the city, at least beyond the very limited number most intimately con- 
nectea woth our senools. 

On these matters we desire your counsel.

Facets eoneerning the past and the present. 


Origin of the Institution. 


Wherever missionary work is anything more than a passing wave, 
there will appear, during its progress, in this age of ours, a 
growth of common sehools, high schools and colleges. This is both 


a natural development and a eondition of success. 


The fruits of 


evangelism cannot be rendered permanent without institutions 
of Christian learning, such as command the respect of the people. 
When the work in the Marsovan field reached a certain stage, the 
necessities of evangelism called for a High School for boys. | The 
Same reason caused it to grow remarkably. Pinding itself alone, 
in a field of one hundred and twenty thousand square miles, a can- 
didate for leadership in higher education, it stepped out and as- 
sumed the duty of guiding and influencing the young men in that 
large territory. The institution became Anatolia College, and was 
dedicated to the cause of Christ from the beginning. It has been 
owned and blessed by the Master whose it is, in a remarkable man- - 
ner, Its graduates have, with few exceptions, gone forth, appar- 
ently renewed in heart, consecrated to Christ. The evangelical 
interests, in this and neighboring fields, are vitally connected 
with this institution. It has been spoken of as the eye of the 


Mission. It was organized on a plan of cooperation, the native 
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brethren undertaking to furnish a certain amount towards its ex- 
penses, that is, the interest of one thougnad Turkish liras, at 
six percent, on which condition the Board makes a yearly grant of 
twelve hundred dollars. The principle of codperation has extended 
through the whole management of the college, the native people bee 
ing very largely represented. If there have been ten members of 
the Paculty, the natives have had, not less than six votes. While 
the Prudential Committee have acted as trustees, and a missionary 
as Director, or president of the Faculty, a native has been pres- 
ident of the Managers, half of whom were foreign, half native. 

Yet, the native contribution in money has been no more than five 
percent of the whole annual expense - on a broad and just estimate, 
it would be found considerably less than that even. 

Difficulties. At the very beginning a danger appeared, in the 
prevalence of a sentiment incompatible with the missionary idea of 
the Board, and its agents on the ground. This danger was in the 
exclusive national spirit. The Armenian brethren hoped to have 
the college for their own, within a limited number of years. They 
wished to make it as Armenian as possible. They were sensitive 
about having any Greek influence in it. It became perfectly evie 
dent to us that, while we wanted 4M evangelical college for all 
Nationalities, without distinction, they were bent a having sim- 
ply an Armenian institution. Our aim was entirely evangelical, 


theirs largely national. They were so set upon this, that it ale 


most frustrated the adoption of a constitution. They wanted full 


control of the college very soon, and were displeased with anything 
the Board would approve. The thousand lireas had beet all 
pledged, but some retreated and raudiated their pledges. Te 
‘provision of the annual sixty liras ™ which the grant of the Board 
depended, became difficult. The coming of a disaffected pastor 
became the cause of still greater difficulty. The ebullition of 
Armenian spirit, in conneetion with supposed but imaginary insur- 
rection against the government worked against this, and everything 
else good. Yet, to drop the enterprise was out of the question; 
it had become the hinge of the door for our work. We must go on. 
We trusted that time and experience would sreutive ideas. Instead 
of that, nationalism has become more intense and narrow; it seems 
as if it constituted, among Armenians generally, aan the sole 
thing worthy of praise. No fault should be found with the love 

of ones own tribe, but the Jewish spirit does not comport with 
Christianity, nor with the as; 

We, as missionaries, cannot work in an institution which ‘eine 
not for its motto; First, the Kingdom of God. They do not warm to 
it, unless the motte is: First, the Armenian nation. Some months 
Since, when three Mohammedan youth were brought to the college, by 
their father, with the request that they be instructed in the sili 
Manner as the rest Of the students in Bible and all, the mission- 
aetes hailed it as a good omen. Some Armenian members of the Fac- 
ulty, aenen, prominent Protestants, were greatly displeased and 
disposed to consider the Moslem boys as spies. (They were * pre- 


paratory classes. )

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The people of the Turkish Empire are not homogenous.,. Tur- 
key is a collection of nations, not a nation. Each tribe insists 
on its own importance and superiority. Christianity has a real 
battle with this clannish spirit in Turkey, as it has with caste 
in India, though not so severe. Here and there a missionary may 
be in favor of segregation and working within national lines, but 
we suppose the Board and its representatives generally hold to a 
principle in strong contrast with this - that they refuse to enter 
into competitive contests of tribe with tribe, or caste with caste, 
for superiority in culture, progress or power. Yet just here lies 
@ great difficulty, in codperation with the native brethren, in the — 
matter of higher education. We cannot agree with them. They 


want the narrow; we want the broad. They wish to make gueh insti- 


tutions exclusive, or nearly so; we wish to make them inclusive 
giving equal opportunity to all. They will not work and sacri- 
fice for an institution which has a wide and general character. 
They are not at all satisfied with saying: "It is ours as evangeli- 
cal Christians .* ##They must say: “It is ours as Armenians, ours 
as Greeks, ours as Bulgarians.* Education, culture, religion are 
with them, national bonds, or means of strengthening those bonds. 
The ultimate thing is, power on earth, rather than the Kingdom of 
God. 

Ambition. Aside from this national feeling, we find, also, 
strongly developed, the thirst for personal aggrandizement. There 


are those who want the preéminence, and cannot wait to attain it

by merit. While they want their nation to be first, they want to 
be the first in the nation. They cannot endure the sight of 
others in positions supposed to be in advance of their own. To be 
less than first is to be humiliated - is een upon. If 
their ideas are ignored, or their wills erossed in anything, it 
fills them with bitterness, This spirit causes, not only quarrels 
with missionaries, but still more, quarrels with each other. This 
Class of persons now crave all power and prominence for their own 
particular people, but were they to succeed, they would immediately 
begin to rend one another, in the contest for individual aggrandige- 
ment. 

The above language is not to be understood as characterizing 
the whole body of evangelical people in Turkey. ‘The spirit of 
true Christianity is not so wanting as that. The allusion is to 
the BAMARSAXXX element that comes to the surface, in the manage- 
ment of prominent and influential institutions, where preéminence 
for nation or for self seems .so great a prize. 

All this constitutes no new phenomenon. The story of the 
Gospel shows us how, from the very beginning, the disciples of 
Jesus and of his Apostles were ensnared with the love of personal 
and national aggrandizement. It is precisely so now, among the 
tribes and castes of the East, not to say the West. National am- 
bition.keeps the Greeks from accepting the Gospel in its purity. 
Dr. Constantine asserted (though not at all wanting in Greek spirit 


himself) that thesueeessiof evangelism among the Greeks was just in 
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proportion to their distance from Athens. The reason is obvious - 


the intensity of the national idea diminishes with the increase of 
that distance. The same obstacle opposes itself to evangelization 
among theArmenians. It is very hard for them to espouse the evan- 
gelical cause, on account of the prevalent notion, that, to do so 
is to forsake their nation. The Gregorians have taken great pains 
to spread that notion. The Pvotectante spend a deal of breath 
 Yreiterating the assertion that they are not a whit the less Arme- 
nian for the religious convictions which they hold. 

The hospital complication. Near three years ago, Madame Thou- 
mayan, wife of Professor Thoumayan, a Swiss lady, till then on the 
om oe with us, undertook a hospital project, going, in the 
name of the Marsovan church, to raise money in Europe. She had 
not, probably, secured two hundred pounds, when a London lady, in 
consultation with Dr. Herrick, determined to leave the college a 
legacy of (as we have reason to believe) five thousnad sterling, 
for the establishment of a hospital. We saw no reason why the 
church, or Mrs. Thoumayan, should not cordially unite in this col- 
liege hospital, which was on a wnion plan,with the native element 

so fully represented. To our great surprise Mrs. Thoumayan and 
the church would do nothing of the kind, and nothing which left 
them less than the absolute control of an independent institution. 
We saw Mrs. Thoumayan in England and sought to find a basis of 


harménious work, if not of co-work. We, Mrs. Thoumayan, Mrs Tracy 


and myself, agreed upon a basis, giving them the whole management 
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of a ward in the hospital. Last winter the brethren inaugurated 
a small hospital, independently, the missionaries opposing no obsta- 
cle, and encouraging them on, hoping that union and‘good feeling 
would follow. Mrs. Thoumayan had, about that time some larger 
successes than formerly. The brethren in Marsovan asked the mis- 
sionaries to give their publie sanction to their independent hos- 
pital, whereby it now appeared that they were seeking to frustrate 
or swallow up the college hospital. The members of the station 
hesitated to do this seeing that their sanction of a rival would 
the loss of the legacy, and a great blow to the The 
brethren became greatly excited and sent in a letter denouncing 
any and every attempt to establish anything like a hospital, in 
connection with the college, demanding that the London lady's money 
be turned over to the benifit of their hospital, which they offered 
for the needs of the students, but refusing the missionaries any 
voice whatever in the management, though demanding all friendly ef- 
fort and influence in raising the funds. They gave us their ulti-~ 
matum, accompanied with threats of arraignment before the associa- 
ted Protestant body in ease of non-compliance. 

The missionaries made a calm answer deprecating the condition 
of feeling manifested, and saying that eae had no power or author- 
ity to turn over the London lady's legacy, and, if it should be re- 
ceived, could not do otherwise than use it according to the condi- 
tions on which it was given. Soon there came a rejoin@éy,in terms 
so violent, unreasonable, extravagant, denunciatory, that one can 


notread it without being shocked. It makes us tyrants, trampling

all native rights underfoot, and states that whatever we have done 


has been to their damage, that we must always have our own way, 


that the college has become their enemy, and so on, 

We had hoped when we saw them working in absolute inde- 
pendence in the matter, that they would, at least, be willing to 
take one branch of the work as theirs - say a hospital for women, 
leaving the college to pursue another branch. Instead of this, 
they began with one for men. It has the appearance of having been 
by design to cut off the path of the college, as it is obvious that 
the latter could not establish one for women. 

The London lady, hearing of the establishment of a hospital on 
another basis, has withdrawn her legacy. The brethren are exceed- 
ingly angry because we have not secured it for them and they turn 
against the college; they refuse longer to acknowledge any responsi 
bility in the furnishing of funds. That is, the Marsovan people 
have withdrawn from the contract of codperation. bn 

Mr. Thoumayan himself is, no doubt, the main author of these 
rabid letters. He does not deny it though they are signed by the 
church committee. He is the president of the Managers of the col- 
lege and has been drawing a pretty large salary from the college 
and the Board for near a dozen years. He.is, also, professor in 
some of the highest departments. He has been all along dissatis- 
fied, it is hard to tell why, unless because he was not, presideng 
of the Faculty , and because the college was not Armenian, enough 
to suit him. 


The hospital matter has become the occasion of bringing mat-

ters to a crisis. The real grievance is, the refusal of what they 
demand - unrestrained control, especially in the use of foreign 
money. We and our Board are supposed to stand in the way of their 
obtaining access to the unlimited benevolence of Buropeans and 
Americans. The letters they have written indicate this clearly. 
This is the old grievance. They cannot see why they should have - 
so little help from abroad, or why this help should come through 
the Board only. The doctrine of self-support, as we understand it 
that is, furnishing themselves, the aeene for carrying on their in- 


stitutions, is, to a deplorable degree, rejected by these ambitious 


people, They laud self-support as they understand it-getting the | 
money themselves, from foreign countries, which is no self-support 
at all. -. 

hat is the course to-be pursued under these sums tances? What 


_¢ourse shall be pursued under these circumstances? Several are 
possible. 

First, give up, and work according to the idea so popular with such 
people -- Armenianize Anatolia College - Dwell much upon their. 
history, meagre and mythical as it is - teach them their innate 
superiority over other peoples (Oh, how easily they are convinced 
of that!), herald them in Europe and America, and chaperon them to 
greatness generally. This is what many others besides Armenians 
would be glad to have missionaries do, and what no sensible mission- 
ary will do. 


Second, as this kind of dissatisfaction is common in many quarters, 
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withdraw from the field and leave the native Christians to manage 
all, find means, do the work or leave it undone. To do this would 
be to introduce a war of incoming sects, to deluge Burope and Amer~ 
ica with a spawn of applicants for every imaginable enterprise; it 
would be. turning over the management of the firm to boys fourteen 
years old; it would be sacrificing the real interests of vast ter- 
ritories and great communities to the self-interest of a small 
class; it would be to eeknowledge defeat in the attempt to estab= 
lish self-support; it would be like planting corn and leaving it ~ 
unhoed, with the fences down} it would be confessed failurcin mis- 
sions, 

Third, take reasonable ground and go on with the work in this insti- 
tution and in similar ones. Damage has been done by yielding to 
unreasonable demands. To do that is to foster the spirit of ra» 
pacity. I suppose every member of Marsovan Station now sees that 
giving the natives half the management and a majority vote in the 
Faculty of Anatolia College, when they contributed only sixty Turk- 
ish pounds a year, was an extravagant and needless concession. 

The result is, the growth of such a grasping spirit that they de- 
man@ all control for themselves and all service from us. 

When native control of funds increases out of all proportion 
with native contribution of funds, it is not reasonable ground. It 
is not probable that any missionary board would put under the con- 
trol of a newly evangelized community in any foreign land a large 


sum of money - say fifty thousand dollars, to be managed wholly by 


that community ;nor would such board give such community full voice 
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and vote in the management of such funds. Nor should such voice 
and vote be accorded, where the native contribution to those funds 
is a mere inconsiderable fraction, as five percent. It is only 
about that in the case of Anatolia College. There is no suffi- 
cient guaranty for the judicious use of funds by a native body, in 
such cases, unless, they actually have to pay a considerable pro- 
portion, as a half, or a third, or a quarter. In the use of funds 
coming almost entirely from foreign lands, keen cones 
be expected; it is more than we find at home even. It is unwise 
for a father to give to his sixteen-year-old boy the management of 
large funds; the boy has not learned by experienee how hardly the 
money is earned. Qur native friends have the idea that there 
are vast resources in foreign lands, if they were permitted to get 
at them. They also devoutly believe that it would an untold 
blessing if they could have the use of those resources. We know 


that it would be an untold curse, with their present development of 


judgment. A great mistake has been made in emphasizing too much 
the theory of eontrol in_order to development, whereas the opposite 


needs to be emphasized, namely, @evelopment in order to control. 
Wise parents give their children responsbility and control, in or- 


der to develop their powers, but they begin very catttiously, and 


move very slowly. They do not suddenly commit vast interests to 


them without long, careful and even painful training in the depart~ 
ment involved.

This is the only safe principle in the administration of the funds. 


| 
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We made a mistake at the outset, in the organization of Anatolia 
College, in proffering so much as we did. We threw ourselves into 


the arms of the brethren with too much confidence. We now wish 


that we had been as wise as we were confiding. It was not wsdetinn 
ary to go ante a compact in which the generosity was all on one 
side, and all the advantage on the other. The High School was 
doing splendidly, without any antive voice at all, in the manage- 
ment of the funds. We might just as well have organized the 
college without so putting ourselves into the hands of the comm- 
nity which furnished so little help. True, they had not the abil- 


ity to do great things, but such control should not have been given 


them till they could do far more. 


Now they have rebelled and re- 
fuse to complete what is lacking in the fulfillment of the original 
contract even. 

What is to be done under these circumstances? If the college 
is to be given up, we might as well sive up all. The cause and 
the college have become one. With the college wrecked,I would no 
more think of returning to that field, than I would think of going 


to sea in a water-logged vessel. The interests of Christ's king- 


dom in that region are identified with that institution, as they 


have been ever since its organization -- and were before it reached 


that standing. 


How shall the college go on? The native body have withdrawn 


from the contract, which is annulled the day their contribution 


fails. It has failed. The college must go on, or we must fail. 


The inference is obvious, that it must go on independent1y

The former president of the Faculty, who was in most intimate ree 
lation with the enterprise from its inception, and knows whereof he 
affirms, in the representation he makes of its importance, would 
most respectfully urge that the Prudential Committee(the only 
trustees of the college) guarantee the continuance of the support 
hitherto given, till endowment can be secured to take its place, 
and that energetic efforts be made for the speedy completion of 
this endowment. 
It may be said that this is taking a step backward. If so, it 
appears to be stepping back upon hard ground, where we have put our 
foot into a bog. Robert College, Buphrates College, that at Scu- 
tari, that at Beirut, as well as the girls’ boarding schools gen- 
erally seem to have abundant patronage without the element of na- 
tive control. It may be painful to give up our unique position, 
but the position seems to involve unique difficulties and dangers. 
Still as the step was taken, at the organization, it may be best to 
assure the native body of our willingness to reenter the compact 
whenever the sum producing the promised incomes ixty Turkish pounds 
a year, shall be all provided and rendered secure - not till then. 
Still, there is grave doubt whether after the course they have 
taken, any previous contract involves any necessity for returning 


to ground so insecure.

There are 150. $tu- 
dents in the College, and 15U. in the Girls’ Boarding School .There are 
two orphanages on the same premises, with over 100.massacre orphans, 
making 400, pupils in all. There is also medical and hospital work, said 
ea great mission field to care for. The need of an efficient working 


force 1s evident.

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REPORT FROM ANATOLIA COLLEGE: MARSOVAN, BY DR TRACY. 


About the time when Father Endeavor was beginning his great work 
in our own country,I started a Young People’s Benevolent Society for CGhris- 
tian Culture and work, This grew to large proportions and influenee. It 
was really a Christian Endeavor society, though I had never heard of that 
organization at that time. Much city-mission work,school work, home mission- 
ary work, visitation of the sick,and all manner of Christian activity cen- 
tered in this organization. [It was toe brightest thing in our region for 
some years. Then came the..,.revolutionary agitation, bringing about such a 
state of things that everything having the semblance of a society of young 
men had to be dropped. | | 

Sines that time we have never seen our way clear to renew such an 
organization. The college has survived and prosvers as never before.The 
confidence of the people, Turcs, Greeks, Armenians and all seems to have been 
given to us...../] answer questions in the main by telling what we are doing. 
Jt is in spirit rather than in fixed forms. 

As to Bible study,it is a part of the curriculum. Each of our three 
Preparatory and our Gollege classes has a separate Bible lesson every aorn- 
ing,except that I have the Seniors and Juniors together. The parts are so 
arranged that one goes through the whole Bible in the course. As concerns 
religious services, we have,every Sunday morning a regular séervice,% of the 
time in two languages, Armenian and Greek,in different rooms, ¥ of the time 
in Turkish,a common language. At 3 p.m. we have a Sunday-school attended 
by all pupils not engaged in work in the city. In the evening we have a 
regular service again conducted one week in Armenian,a Greek service at the 

same time, the next in Turkish,all together, the next in English,all together. 
. Fhe Students have orayer-meetings of their own, sometimes in several groups. 
Some of the students are engaged in Sunday-school work in the city; during 
last year a considerable number were so employed. In the Girls’ Boarding 
School, rather closely connected with the College, though not consolidated 
With it, there is a great amount of such work. He have had, in past years, 
many seasons of special interest,with evangelistic neetings:;a good many stu- 
dents,and a great many girls have been converted, and almost all have been 
strongly influenced in the direction of vital, experinental religion. There 
ig a deep seriousness in this institution, especially in the upper classes. Our 
morning Bible class is a thing of power with some classes. I often feel deep- 


ly solennized, and understand that Christ Himself is among us. 1 never found

anyahere in the world a gore attentive audience than we have here. Though 
I have no very great confidence in machine work,and repose little faith or 
none on organization simply, yet, 1 do most solemnly believe in the leading 
Spirit. The Spirit, with organization, is a living body: organization 
the Spirit is dry bones. 

f will tell you what I want most of all--—a thorough-going, live 
church,which shal! lay hold of all and keep hold, following its nem- 
bers everywhere on the face of the globe. At present,all who wish to join 
the ohureh gust become members in the town, and that is utterly unsatisfac- 
tory. There is no wateh-care whatever, except such as we give. The students 
are coming and going,and connextion is guickly and utterly lost. The college 
gendership in the comaunity church leads that church to depend on the college 
for everything, services and all,and works rather as a blight than a helo. (4 
church might here) do more for the town church in the way of help and exan~ 
ple than is done now,and become a power all over the country.--- The Day of 
Prayer for colleges is observed..with great attention and seriousness. Other 
work is largely or entirely suspended, and earnest meetings are held.--I think 
we Will join with you in a Cycle of prayer for tne colleces. I certainly 
wish we might all “drink into one spirit” in this great interest. Here let 
me ask you friends...to offer special prayer for Anatolia College, that there 
may be such a tine of refreshment here as our great growth demands, to make 
and keep the college an instrument of salvation and gospel power. --- We mis- 
sionaries and native teachers have daily noon prayer-meetings,a month about 
in our houses.

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PRIVATE MEMORANDUM ON SCHOOLS 


Bible House, 
Constantinople, Jan, 4th 1886. 


The question of the relation of the Schools of American Missionaries to the Imperial Government 
has been the subject of long consideration and discussion, both among Missionaries and at the Lega- 
tion. After careful consideration of the whole bearings of the case, and consultation with the repre- 
sentatives of other foreign Powers whose subjects an engaged in educational work in Turkey, the 
United States Legation has reached the decision embodied in the following letter (No. 137), and ae- 


cepted by the Ministry of Public Instruction as indicated in the second letter (No. 144), from Hon. 
Pendleton King, U. S. Chargé d’Affaires: — .

Dear Sir, 


In reference to the question of Schools, after repeated discussion of the subject. with the Minister 
of Public Instruction and with others, I deem it advisable to request you to instruct the managers 
of all the American Schools in the Ottoman Empire to inform the local Turkish authorities that they 
are ready to submit the Programs of Studies, the Text-books and the Diplomas or Certificates of the 
teachers to an examination. : 

Iam informed by His Excellency Munif Pasha, Minister of Public Instruction, that he will instruct 
the local authorities not to interfere with any of these schools conforming to this request, provided 
that the said Programs of Studies, Text-books, and Diplomas be found to be in conformity to Section 
129 of the law on Public Instruction. 

It is considered that the principle and rights conferred by the Capitulations and by long usage in 
regard to the establishment of schools, are kept intact; and that the examinatioa of the Course of 
study and of the Text-books comes within the territorial rights of the country.

I enclose a copy of the instructions spoken of in my letter to you, No. 137, of the 13th. instant, 
sent by the Minister of Public Instruction to the Provincial Governors. 

In order to be rightly understood, these instructions must be considered in connection with the 
Minister’s explanations and distinct promise that none of the American Schools conforming to Section 


129 of the Law on Public Instruction shall be interfered with, and moreover that those heretofore 
closed may be reopened.

You will please communicate these instructions and the above explanations to the managers of the 
different schools, so that they may promptly report any difficulties they may have with the Provincial 
Governors or other local authorities in carrying out the clear and definite understanding which I 
have finally arrived at with the Minister of Public Instruction on this subject. 

[ would suggest that the managers of the schools, in dealing with this matter, should use tact and 


conciliation where it is possible, in order to give the local authorities no ground for putting difficul- 
ties in our way,

No. 93 Translation 


General instructions were issued sometime ago, with the object that three months time should be 
given schools established without permission within the Imperial provinces, and if within that time 
they did not comply with the requisite rule, that action should be taken against them in accordance 
with the Jaw. Now according to the information which reaches us, some of these schools have for 
some reasons been closed, but several of them have now given assurances that they will conform to 
the terms of the law, consequently you will see fit to allow the re-opening of such schools as will 
conform to Art, 129 of the law of Public Instauction; the closed schools of the Jesuits to be excepted 
until farther instructions, 


Rebinl Evvel 1304, 16 Dee. (O. S.) 1802 (28th. Dee. 1886), 


The principles underlying the instrnctions thas sent ont by the U.S. Legation to the managers of 
schools in ‘Turkey ure: 

Existing schools of American citizens have the authorization of the Imperial Government, by virtu® 
of ae usage and all past interpretation of the Capitulations. Hence application for permits for these 
schools is not necessary, and, as it would imply the right of the Government to refuse the permits, 
should not be made. 

2. No text-books should be used in these schools which have not the approval of the Department 
of Public Instruction; no teachers shonld be employed save those who are authorized by that Depart- 
ment to teach in the Ottoman Empire, and the course of study should also be approved by the De- 
partment. Hence those in charge of such schools should at once present to the local authorities re- 
quests for the approval of such text-books as do not already bear the authorization of the Depart- 
ment, as also of the course of study and the Diplomas of teachers. Every facility for the inspection 
of schools should also be offered to the proper authorities. 

J. In opening new schools it is desirable to select text-books that have been already approved and 
to put the schools in charge of teachers who are already provided with the Government certificate to 
teach. ‘The authorities can then be notified that a new school conforming to the law, is open to their 
inspection. All teachers from America should on arrival secure the authorization to teach, jnst as 
Doctors secure permission to practice medecine., 

4. Theological Seminaries attended only by candidates for the Ministry, who pursue strictly Theolo- 
vieal studies, are not supposed to he subject to inspection, since they deal solely with spiritual matters.

The section 129 of the school law relating to schools other, than Government schools, is given be- 
low for the information of all concerned. 


EXTRACT FROM THE SCHOOL LAW 
(Dustur Vol. 2. P. 204) 
Part Second: Private Schools 


Art. 129. Private schools are those, whether free or not free of charges, which are originated and 
founded by communities or by individuals, whether Ottoman subjects cr Foreign subjects, and whose 
expenses are paid either by their founders or from the Vakfs attached to the schools. 

Offfcial permission is given for the establishment of such schools in the Ottoman Empire, if they 
are in the provinces, by the Provincial Administration of Education and the Vali of the Vilayet, and 
if they are at Constantinople, by the Ministry of Public Instruction, Ist. When the teachers possess 
a certificate from the Ministry of Public Instruction or from the local Administration of Education, 
and 2d. When the books used, and the program of the course of study pursued, have been approved 
by the Ministry of Public Instruction or the local Administration of Education, in order that no lessons 
contrary to good morals or politics be taught in these schools. 

While these three conditions are not fully complied with, permission is not granted for the opening 
or continuance of private schools; and when action contrary to them takes place, the schools are pro- 
hibited and closed. | 

When the teachers to be employed by any one who opens a private school, already have certificates, 
it is necessary that they should cause these certificates to be approved by the Administration of Edu- 
cation. 

Art. 130. It is absolutely prohibited in both Public and private schools, to beat or use bad lan- 
guage to scholars on account of misbehavior or lack of application in study. Pupils worthy of pun- 
ishment for such causes are to be punished according to the special instructions on this point, in 
proportion to their fault and sluggishness, Those who act in a manner contrary to this article will be

In order to aid in securing for our existing schools freedom from unnecessary in- 


_ terference, Hon. O. S. Straus, U. S. Minister, has obtained from his Highness the Grand Vezir the 


formal declaration that the old established schools of Americans may not be closed solely because 
they have not formal permits from the Government. This decision is embodied in the following 
Vezirial circular to which a translation is appended : 


Copy of Vezirial Circular concerning Schools 


Translation of Vezirial Circular of Ramazan 16, 1306 (May 16, 1889) 


“The American Legation has made complaint that although the Programmes and the Teachers’ 
Certificates of the American schools in the Vilayets were transmitted in accordance with the special 
law at the time the schools were opened, yet the official papers containing authorization have not 
been given and the Teachers’ Certificates have also been detained at the Government offices; and that 
on the occasion of investigations after eight or ten years had past, nothing contrary to law having 
been observed in the schools, the schools have been closed solely on account of the absence of per- 
mits or of teachers’ certificates, and further that the reopening of such schools encounters much 
difficulty. | 

Although it is known that some of these schools have been closed for lawful reasons, it is not 
permissible for schools opened of old to be closed arbitrarily and when no circumstance or conduct 
contrary to law produces a necessity. Hence, hereafter, when schools newly to be opened have con- 
formed to the special law, permits will be given to their directors by the Vilayet Government, and 
the certificates of the teachers after verification will be returned to them to be kept. And if there 
is a reason which demands the closing of schools which have been opened of old, the matter will be 
reported to the Ministry of Public instruction and the necessary steps will be taken in accordance 
with the answer which is received. This course will be pursued toward other foreign schools also.” 


The great importance of this circular consists in its formal declaration that established American 
schools’ may not be closed for lack of official permits, and in its provision for reference of complaints 
against delinquent schools to Constantinople before action is taken against them. The Missions are 
certainly under great obligations to His Highness, the Grand Vezir, for his liberal treatment of their 
interests, and to Mr, Straus who has secured for them a clearly defined official basis on which their 
schools may rest free from needless interference. 

It is hardly needful to point out the vital necessity of avoiding anything that violates the spirit 
of the school law or that even appears to do so. (See Memorandum on Schools of Jan, 4, 1886).

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THE MISSIUNARIES IN ARMENIA, 


An Explanation of the Strained Eelntions 
Between Them and the Armenians, 


To THE Eprror or THE SunN—Sir: Artielea 
and editorials appear from time to time 
warning the world against an alleged revo- 
lutionary movement in Armenia, injurious 
to the cause of missions. I have made no 
reply, for Lha@ supposed these attacks to be 
prompted simply by a few persons, like the 
Rev. Dr. Hamlin, on account of their long ab- 
sence fromthe country, necessarily ignorant 
of present conditions and inside facts, 

Lut aiter reading the last articlein the Con- 
gregationalis’, which stated that all mission- 
aries in Turkey are of the same opinion, I feel 
called upon to indicate to the publie how far 
the missionaries’ statements are wrong, orat 
least incomplete. 

l appreciate the value of the work done by 
the missionaries for the Armenian nation, and 
what I have to say is designed to promote 
their efficiency. As all preliminary reform 
elfort is largely tentative, so wise adaptation 
on the part of the missionaries in Turkey 
must betheresult of protracted timeand study. 

It was very natural for the missionaries to 
make some mistakes in the processof arriving 
at the best methods of work. Details aside, 
ail their errors revolve about one point—name- 
ly, their attitude toward the Armenian nation. 
As religious reformers, their direct mission 
was to the Armenian Church. [Lut indiffer- 
ence to national affairs was an impossibility. 
The Armenian nation and Church are one; 
their interdependence is like that between the 
body andthe spirit—what affects one aliects 
the other. Recognition of a neople in Turkey 
asa Church means recognition as a nation. 
While the direct interest of the missionaries 
was in church affairs, in reality they made a 


new nation. They busied themselvesin get- 
ting a firman from the Sultan recognizing 
their converts as a new and Protestant nation. 

Hence the Armenians began to see in the 
missionaries, not only religious reformers, but 
schismatics and splitters of their nation. In- 
stead of appearing as religious propagandists 
only, they soon began to be looked on by the 
nation as a menace to its interests. This was 
the prime obstacle inthe path of missionary 
progress. They now seem to be takinga sec- 
ond false step. While Armenia is struggling 
under Turkish tyranny, and trying hard to 
throw off its yoke, the missionaries are posing 
as indifferent to their rights, and parading 
their lack of sympathy before the werid. 

From their standpoint tney may be right. 
Thatisnotthe point. The question is this: 
Can they remain ostentatiously apathetic to 
the good of Armenia and at the sametime win

Armenians to their cause? ‘lhe worst feature 
of the case is this: Instead of taking the im- 
possible attitude of neutrality they really in- 
jure the prospects of the Armenian nation. 
Their sincerity is not questioned. But their 
knowledge is necessarily superficial. Their 
newspaper articles are accepted as authorita- 
tive, while, in tact, they shoot far wide of the 
mark. I regret to say that their publica- 
tions show partiality. If their position 
should prevent them from writing any- 
thing political: if they can say nothing of 
the unspeakable tyranny of Turkish rule: if 
they can in no way helpthe Armenian nation 
by making known the facts of Turkish perse- 
cution, why, then, are they so persistent 
alarmists against the struggle of certain 
oung men who have found the Ottoman yoke 
ntolerable? Why dothey interest themselves 
to such an extent in the Huntchagist and 
other movements? Is it because these young 
men are seditious? Are they more rebeliious 
against the kingdom of God than are the 
Turks? Is it because they interfere more 
than dothe Turks with the missionary work 
and the Sunday schools, as Dr. Hamlin seems 
to think? Not at all. if the missionaries 
think so, this is their third mistake. 
I am not sanctioning the Huntechagist move- 
mentin all respects. Its courage and zeal are 


' commendable: but the spirit of reformation 


should be under the wise direction which I 
trust time will bring. Itis not fair on the part 
of the missionaries to remain silent concerning 
the horrors of Turkish rule and at the same 
time to fill the world with noise regarding 
those Armenians who are trying to assert 
their patriotism. If the missionaries will not 
help the nation, they ought not to hamperit or 
dictate its policy. 

They could easily help the nation in many 
ways. ‘To them it naturally looks for assist- 
ance. The antagonism of the Huntchagists is 
largely due to the fact that they, having been 
trained to ideas of civil and religious freedom, 
instead of getting the helpand guidance of the 
missionaries, find them taking the side, not of 
Christian liberty, but of Turkish tyranny. If 
the missionaries would show by their words 
that they have the good of Armenia at heart, 
even the Huntchagtistse would be content. 

Whatever the missionaries may do in the 
country, their success will depend on their 
sympathy with its people. They cannot reach 
them unlessthey gain and hold their confi- 
dence. Just here is the danger of their posi- 
tion; unless their policy is changed, the mis- 
sionaries may seem to be injurious instead of 
helpful to the nation. and indeed will be. 

The Armenian looksatthe matterthus: 
are engaged in a mighty struggle with the 
beasts of Ephesus: if you can’t help us, for 
Heaven’s sake do not help the beasts.” 

The providence of God has clearly opened a 
door for the introduction of missionary work 
into the heart of the nation through sympathy 
with its people in this their time of need. 
Once the Armenian Church opened its doors 
to the missionaries, who missed their oppor- 
tunity, and the rupture is complete. They 
now have a chance to win the confi- 
dence of the Armenian nation; failing in 
this, their influence over Armenia is 

one. Apathy now may alienate the nation 

orever. I hope the missionaries will avail 
themselves of their vresent opportunity to 
reach thése people (they do not even hope to 
convert Mohammedans), and thus build up the 
ecause,of missionsinthe Orient. Their moral 
influence would prevent insurrection, and 
their influence with Turkey, owing to its re- 
spect for the United States, would be immense. 
his would be justice to the Crescent in the 
epirit of the Cross.

AMERICANCITIZENS IN TURKEY 


AccorpinG to a despatch from Washing- 
ton, the Sultan’s government is ready to 
negotiate with this country for a treaty 
which shall distinctly provide a defini- 
tion of the jurisdiction of the Porte over 
persons born in Turkey who may return 
there as naturalized American citizens. 
This is said to be regarded in Washington 
as an ‘‘important concession.’’ Since 
1830 we have had a treaty with Turkey 
of the most explicit kind (U. S. Stats. 
at Large, vol. 8, p. 408), providing that 
‘‘citizens of the United States of Ame- 
rica. . . even when they may have 
committed some offence’’ ‘‘shall not be 
arrested and put in prison by the local 
authorities, but they shall be tried by 
their minister or consul, and punished 
according to their offence, following in 
this respect the usage observed towards 
other Franks.’’ 

Consular and ministerial courts for 
the trial of citizens of European and 
American countries bave been established 
by treaty all over the Levant and through- 
Their object is simply to 
secure a fair trial and civilized punish- 
ment, in an uncivilized or barbarous com- 
munity, for those to whom civilized 
governments owe protection. They are not 
established in civilized countries, because 
there is no need of them. An American 
citizen can under ordinary circumstances 
count on getting a fair trial in France 
or England, and vice versa. This coun- 
try has always insisted on the right of 
expatriation, and has refused to admit 
any distinction between native-born and 
naturalized citizens. In a country a 
large part of whose ‘‘bone and sinew’’ 
consists of immigrants, no other view is 
possible. When we issue ‘‘papers’’ to a 
foreigner after the required period of 
residence, we announce to the wor!d that 
he has become an American and is, as 
such, under the protection of our govern- 
ment wherever he may be. It follows 
from this that if an Armenian comes over 
here, and becomes naturalized, and then 
returns to Turkey, he is not triable by a 
Turkish court, but, if charged with ary 


Ydffence, must be tried by an American 
extra-territorial tritunal constituted on 
the spot by our government. 

What the offence is does not matter. 
Even if itis treason and insurrection 
against Turkey, it must still be tried by 
us. The reason for this is that the whole 


jurisdiction is founded, not on the na- 
ture of the crime charged, but on the 
fact that we will not allow our citizens 
to be tried by those whose procedure and 
punishments are barbarous, under any 
circumstances whatever. ‘‘Treason’’ and 
‘finsurrection’’ in Turkey mean what- 
ever those in authority please; proof 
means any evidence that suits them, 
and trial and punishment are what they 
choose to make them. To insist that all 
native-born American citizens should 
be turned over to us for trial, and at the 
same time to allow the persecution of 
naturalized citizens by Turkish tribunals, 
would be out of the question. 
All this has long since ceased to be a 
matter of controversy or diplomatic ne- 
gotiation. It is a matter of positive law, 
binding by Congress -on the Presi- 
dent. The provisions of the Revised 
Statutes on the subject are as follows: 
**Sec. 2000. All naturalized citizens of the 
United States, while in foreign countries, are 
entitled to and shall receive from this gov- 
ernment the same protection of persons and 


property which is accorded to native-born 
citizens, 

“Sec. 2001. Whenever it is made known to 
the President that any citizen of the United 
States has been unjustly deprived of his lib- 
erty by or under the authority of any foreign 
government, it shall be the duty of the Presi- 
dent forthwith to demand of that government 


the reasons of such imprisonment; and if it 
appears to be wrongful, and in violation of 
the rights of American citizenship,the Presi- 
dent shall forthwith demand the release of 
euch citizen, and if the release so demanded 
is unreasonably delayed or refused, the Presi- 
dent shall use such means, not amounting to 
acts of war, ashe may think necessary and 
proper to obtain or effectuate the release ; and 
all the facts and proceedings relative thereto 
shall as soon as practicable be communicated 
by the President to Congress. ’”’ 


It is no doubt this statute which ex- 
plains the statement, quoted by the Tri- 
bune correspondent from ‘‘a letter of Sec- 


retary Olney written a short time ago,’’ 
that our Minister at Constantinople ‘‘has 
been instructed to claim all rights under 
the fourth article of the treaty of 1830, 
and to offer to try any American citizen 
charged with insurrection, rebellion, se- 
dition, or like offences, or, in the event of 
such offer being refused, to demand the 
release of the accused. Inasmuch, 
however, as this government does not 
contest the paramount right of a sove- 
reign state to exclude or deport for 
adequate cause, and in a proper manner, 
aliens whose resort to its territories may 
be pernicious to the safety of the state, 
the release of such persons upon condi- 


/ tion of their leaving the country is not 


gainsaid.’’ The instructions have been 
given because the Porte ‘‘ has on fre- 
quent occasions assumed to imprison ci- 
tizens of the United States on criminal 
charges and denied the right of the 


agents of this government to affect their 


punishment,’’ especially ‘* in the case of 
persons of American origin naturalized 
in the United States and returning with- 
in the territorial jurisdiction of Turkey 
under circumstances suggesting their 
complicity in the revolutionary schemes 
alleged to be rife in Asia Minor.’’ 

No doubt a more specific treaty with 
Turkey may be a good thing, but if there 
is a single American citizen who is de- 
nied an extra-territorial trial, it consti- 
tutes under the existing treaty a stand- 
ing outrage upon the rights of this coun- 
try,and a President authorized by express 
law to make reprisals in his discretion 
would hardly be likely to wait, while the 
victim was being plundered, tortured, or 
assassinated, for the ratification of a new 
treaty guaranteeing ‘is rights secured 
sixty-six years ago.
